REMARKS 

Applicant has carefully reviewed and considered the Office Action mailed on August 2. 
2001 . and the references cited therewith. No claims were amended or cancelled or added. As a 
result, the claims pending are 1 - 40. Detailed responses to the rejections follow: 

$102 Rejection of the Claims 
Rejections based on Hickey et al. 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 6 and 8 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hickey et al. Applicant respectfully traverses the rejections in detail as follows: 

CLAIMS 7, 3, 5, and 6 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection under Hickey et. al. Hickey et al. relates to 
a catheter. It is respectfully submitted that Hickey et al. is not adapted for implantation into body 
tissue as recited in claim 1 . As such, Applicant is unable to find, among other things, the 
implantable device with expandable element and rear port portion, which is adapted for 
implantation within body tissue with the expandable element adjacent a body lumen, as recited in
